Henry  Thore4»1i  Mother. 
Mr.  Sanborn,  ia  his  book  CAllcd 
"Henry  D.  Thorcau,"  bat 
lo  .peak  eligbtiogly  of  Thorcau *» 
mother  and  aunts.  It  stroma  particuh 
ly  uhmaajy  to  do  this  no*,  *o  mitajj 
years  alter  their  death,  and 
near  rola'ive  is  left  to  defend  their 
memory.  Perhaps  for  this  reason  h< 
felt  that  ho  could  do  jt  with  impunity, 
lie  has  expended  most  of  his  .  injustice 
upon  Henry  Thoreau's  mother.  Such 
being  the  co»c,  a  few  words  from  one 
who  knew  her  well  may  uot  be  innp- 
propriate.  As  my  excuse  lor  troub- 
ling yon  with  this  comainnication,  yon 
will  pcrhoiis  allow  me  to  quote  a  low 
paragraphs  from  Mr.  Sanborn's  book. 
Speaking  of  John  Thoreau,  Henry's 
father,  Mr.  Sanborn  snyst  "Jolin 
Thorcau  led  a  ploddiag,  unnaibitious, 
rcspcctahle  life  iu  Coacord  Village,  cd- 
ucatiug  his  children,  associating  with 
his  neighbors  oa  thosu  terms  of  equal- 
ity for  which  Concord  was  famous,  aud 
kecpiuff  clear,  in  a  great  d?grcc,  of  the 
quarrels,  social  and  political,  which  Bg- 
itntcd  tho  village."  This  is  well 
enough,  hut  he  takes  occasion  to  add  : 
Mrs.  Thoreau,  on  the  other  hand, 
ith  her  sister  Louisa,  and  her  sistcrs- 
iu-law,  Sarah,  Marin  aadJanoTlu  - 
took  their  share  in  the  Tillngc 
bickering*  ! ! !"  I  fail  to  see  how  Mr, 
Sanborn  can  know  this  ualcs*  he  took 
pretty  active  part  in  thoso  same  vil- 
lage bickerings  himself,  and  If  he  does 
not  write  it  of  his  own  knowledge,  ho 
is  surely  writing  gossip  of  a  rcry  small 
and  petty  kind.  Perhaps  he  thought 
it  witty  lo  speak  of  theni  all  together 
in  this  way.  Dear  "Aunt  Maria," 
one  of  the  sweetest,  gentles:  women 
that  ever  lived,  and  whose  letter,  writ- 
ten whon  sho  was  eighty-four  years  of 
age,  is  the  ono  good  thing*  in  Mr.  Snn- 
born's  book  1  Ho  rewards  her  for  it  hy 
speaking  of  her  as  taking  her  "shore 
ia  the  villago  bickerings  !"  It  was  surely 
lclt  for  Mr.  Snaborn  to  discover  this. 
Few  of  us  remember  Louisa  Dunhnr, 
or  Sarah  and  Jane  Thoreau,  well 
euough  to  speak  ol  them  lrom  our  own 
knowledge,  hut  those  who  do  cay  that 
Mr.  Sanborn's  allnsion  to  them  gives  a 
very  wrong  impression,  aad  is  entirely 
without  excuse.  A  lady  who  well  re- 
members Louisa  Daahar  and  Jane

She 
had  her  fault*,  as  which  ol  its  has  not? 
hut  her  nim  was  high.  Sho  expressed 
herself  frankly  at  all  times,  nnd  she 
sometimes  told  disagreeable  truths; 
perhnps  sho  felt  it  u  dutv  to  do  so. 
She  had  tho  courage  of  her  convictions, 
coreitiuly  never  hesitated  to 
condemn  a  fault.  It  was  done  in  nil 
boncsty  to  briug  uhout  a  reform.  Sho 
was  much  more  likely  to  say  scvero 
things  to  people  than  ol  thcin.  This 
docs  uot  make  a  pcrsou  popular.  Sho 
great  talker,  and  she  occasionally 
said  sharp  thiugs ;  but  what  wa*  this 
compnrison  with  her  virtues?  Sho 
is  quick-witted  nnd  observing,  and 
naturnlly  bad  more  to  sity  than  some  of 
dibors.  She  wits  never  guilty 
of  mean  and  petty  gossip.  She  was 
not  uncharitable,  nnd  could  readily  for- 
fuult  if  sbo  saw  any  sigus  of  re- 
pentance. Oo  tbo  whole,  I  think  lew 
women  have  done  moro  good  aad  less 
harm  iu  the  world  than  Mrs.  Thoreau. 
That  any  biography  of  Heury  Tho- 
ld  use  his  uutuc  us  a  ceutcr 
around  which  to  weave  a  tissue  of  petty 
gossip  about  his  mother  and  auuts 
sm  peculiarly  ungracious  :  but, 
that  this  should  bo  done  by  ono  calling 
himself  his  "friend,"  is  a  refinomont  of 
cruelty  which  has  soldotu  been  paral- 
leled in  literary  annals.       •    a  • 

'Somomay  take  oxecption  to  tho  re- 
mark that  Miss  Marin  Thoreau's  lotter 
is  "the  one  good  thing  iu  Mr.  Saa- 
bora's  book."  I  do  not  mean  to  imply 
that  there  are  aot  other  good  things  in 
tho  book, — pica  nnt  anecdotes  and  the 
like.  I  am  not  criticising  the  book 
literary  point  of  view  ;  but  that 
letter  seems  to  utc  tho  only  thiug  which 
adds  anything  to  our  knowledge  of 
Thorcau  and  his  ancestry  uot 
ohtainnblo  elsewhere.

The  person  so  cbosoa  shall  be  quali- 
fied by  the  board,  who  shall  *mako  all 
needful  rules  aad  rcgulatieas  for  tho 
govornmoat  of  tho  prison,  tho  satno 
be  agreed  to  by  "tho  wardeu  without 
comment. 

Tho  hoard  shall  puss  upon -tho  ad- 
miuistration  ol  the  ][wurdcii,  giving 
hearings  at  any  timo  wheu  a  request  is 
mude  by  uoy  three  prisoners  in 
ing. 

Should  it  nppcar  to  tho  board  after 
^uch  hcariog,that  the  warden's  conduct 
is  unplensnut  to  tho  ^prisonors.  Ihey 
shall  lor  with  remove  him  ;  the  chnirmnu 
of  the  board  to  bnvo  chorgc  of  the  pris- 
on until  a  now^clcction. 

A  few  simple  rules  might  bo  placed 
iu  tho  rooms  similar  to  these 

Prisoners  loaviug  ^thcir  rooais  to  be 
absent  any  length  of  time  nrc  request- 
ed to  lenvo  thoir  keys  with  the  war- 
den. 

Prisoners  visitiug  lioston  or  adjoiu- 
iug  towus,  on  busiucss,  cau  procure 
tickets  of  the  wardeu  at  reducod  rates. 

Prisoners  who  are  obliged  to  go  out- 
sido  the  building  urc  requested  to  rc- 
turu  beforo  dark  ;  but  if  from  any  cause 
they  are  detaiued  ovor  night,  they 
please  leave  tbeir  uddress  at  some  lead- 
ing hotel. 

Gentlemen  of  the  cloth  are  requested 
to  limit  their  exchanges  within  thirty 
miles  ol'  Boston.

The  state  of  alfuirs  at  the  prism 
had  and  growing  worse.  Gov.  Loug 
would  do  nothing ;  possibly  the  W< 
center  politicians  might  be  be  nsoful 
a  rnce  for  tho  Bcnatorship.

This  bas  been  douc 
and  successfully.  With  these  facts 
understood,  it  is  useless  to  accue 
Governor  either  ol  partisunship  or 
of  a  sole  reliance  upoa  Ihe  testimony 
of  prisoners,  or'to  ascribe  the  action  of 
tho  couacil  to  self-interest.  These  gcu- 
tlcmen  knew  perfectly  well  what  ihey 
were  about,  and  thoir  aclioa  is  heartily 
endorsed  by  every  resident  ol  this 
vicinity  wbo  knows  anythiug  of  tho 
prison,  irrespective  of  party. 

Tho  general  counts  ugaiast  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  ex- warden  urc  these: 
Selling  tbo  property  of  the  stato  with- 
out autliority ;  attempting  to  iuduce 
the  govcrnmcat,  hy  a  scries  of  wilful 
misrepresentations  and  perversions  of 
the  truth,  to  remove  the  prison  lo 
f  'harlcsloxvn  al  a  dead  loss  to  the  stale 
of  more  that  81,000,000;  absurd 
extravaguuee  aud  waste  iu  the 
expeuditure  of  tho  public  money ;

With  regard  to  tbo  last  two  couuts  I 
am  intliucd  to  think  thnt  the  chuplain. 
Mr.  Barnes,  end  the  physiciau.  Dr. 
Burrett  of  Concord,  both  good  and 
highly  respected  uicn,  could  give  the 
eriticssomo  lacts  which  would  prove 
"mighty  intcrcstin'  rendin'.  "

The  Boglnnlturs  or  W.  E.Dodge's 
Mereaatiie  Career. 

Vou  will  remrmber  that  New  York 
was  then  a  cuio|varatiTclr  small  citvr. 
wilb  a  fxipulatioo  of  less  than  180,000. 
One-fourth  the  present  sire  of  C'hi- 
eagu,  it  had  extended  very  lilile  above 
Canal  street.  Most  ol  ibc  dwellings 
irere  below  Chambers  on  tlio  North 
river,  but  on  the  East  river  there  vvoro 
niu or  up  as  (ar  as  Market  anil  Kutger's 
slrvcts.

(ieorgvs'g,  corner  ol  Beekumu  and  Clifl
